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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains tine following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCI Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

• Group 1 , claim(s) 1 - 44 and 57, drawn to a closure assembly of an opening of or 
in a building or like structure, with or without the building itself, classified in 160 
subclass 206. 

• Group 2, claim(s) 45, 50 drawn to a bifold door and/or window structure with at 
least a proximal panel and a distal panel, class, 160, subclass 89. 

• Group 3, claim(s) 46 - 48 and 51 - 53, drawn to a guiding runner for support a 
lower distal region of distal panel of a bifold or multi-fold door and/or panel 
structure from a track, classified in class 21 1 . 

• Group 4, claim(s) 49, 54, drawn to a building structure, a pair of tracks at an 
opening for a bifold or the like panel assembly, classified in class 52. 

The inventions above are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown 
that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different designs, 
modes of operation, and effects (MPEP § 802.01 and § 806.06). In the instant case, 
guiding runners is independent of the closure assembly. The door or window structure 
does not require the particulars of the guide runner or the closure assembly. The 
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building structure witli tracks does not require the particulars of the guiding runner or the 
closure assembly. Further, the closure assembly could be used with fence sections or 
devices without a track, and the runner could be used with devices that do not pivot. 

Restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper because all these 
inventions listed in this action are independent or distinct for the reasons given above 
and there would be a sehous search and examination burden if restriction were not 
required because one or more of the following reasons apply: 

(a) the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their 

different classification; 

(b) the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art due to their 

recognized divergent subject matter; 

(c) the inventions require a different field of search (for example, searching 

different classes/subclasses or electronic resources, or employing different 
search queries); 

(d) the prior art applicable to one invention would not likely be applicable to 

another invention; 

(e) the inventions are likely to raise different non-prior art issues under 35 U.S.C. 

101 and/or 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph. 
Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a invention to be examined even though the requirement 
may be traversed (37 CFR 1 .143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing 
the elected invention. 
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The election of an Invention may be made with or without traverse. To reserve a 
right to petition, the election must be made with traverse.

In 
either instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over the prior 
art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) of the 
other invention.
